Invitations have 'been 
sent to all points of the State, and prom- 
inent speakers will address the assem- 
blage on toe important matter in ques- 
tion. It ia something that deeply inter- 
eats us all, and Beno at well as all other 
places should be well represented.

EDITOB RENO JOUBNA.L—SIB :—The 


explanation you ask in regard to the 
action of the Board of Regents in ap' 
proving Mr. Fielding's claim for one 
month's salary as Mining Engineer and 
Assayer of the State University, has 
already been made known to tlie Bond 
of Examiners in response to their re- 
quest for the name. I cheerfully com- 
ply with your request to explain the 
matter to the public through the col- 
umns of your valuable journal. 


The facts in the cage are that at the 


last meeting of the Board of Regents, 
held in the first week in October last, 
Mr. Fielding was appointed Assayer; 
his term of office to begin on the 20th 
day of that month. 
At the date of hia 


appointment it was the belief and ex- 
pectation of the Board that the building 
would be completed at the time stip- 
ulated in the contract (November 20th) 
and that the Mining Department of the 
University could be opened for busine»» 
at once, or, at least, not later than De- 
cember 1st last. As we were to adjourn 
only to meet again as soon as the Super- 
rising Architect had 
notified us of 


the completion of the building, after 
talking over the matter freely, we 
deemed it expedient to elect the Assayer 
at that meetingfkud thus expedite the 
opening of the Mining Department, 
leaving the opening of the Academic 
Department to a later period, because 
we were th«n not agreed as to the selec- 
tion of a Principal. 


Meanwhile it was understood by the 


Board that Mr. Fielding could be profit- 
ably employed by the State in arranging 
the mineralogical cabinet belonging to 
the museum. Several thousand valua- 
ble specimens had b«en donated to the 
"University by different individuals and 
mining companies, and Mr. -fielding 
was- instructed to aisay such of them as 
be considered necessary and to arrange, 
classify, label and -catalogue ihe entire 
collection and .place it -in the mu»eum 
as soon as the building was in a con- 
dition to receive it. In addition io a 
large miscellaneous collection of speci- 
men* sent hither to mo by public 
spin loll geutlwuifU, 
uilerusteil lu 'lha 


welfare of the Duivursity iu its new 
home, Commissioner Thomas, the Ne- 
vada representative at the New Orleans 
exposition, turned over to me as a dona- 
tion to the museum cabinet over one 
thousand dollar* worth of specimens. 
Since his appointment Mr. Fielding, ia 
his own private laboratory here, and 
with his own apparatus and materials, 
has been employed in the work of as- 
saying and classifying ores, the property 
of the State, and as a result one of the 
handsomest and most valuable mineral- 
ogioul cabinets in the State, the nucleus, 
I hope, of a greater one to come, is now 
nearly ready to be depoaited iu the Uni- 
versity museum. Moreover Mr. Field- 
ing's instructions were to prepare for 
publication'by the Board a course of 
instruction in geology, chemistry, met- 
allurgy and mining .engineering and to 
advise the Board as to the text books 
necessary to be used in his department 
and to recommend a list of scientific 
works desirable for the University 
library. He was also to hold himself 
in readiness to proceed to Elko to re- 
ceive the State property there, pack it 
aud ship it to Reno as Boon ns the new 
building was ready to receive it. 


I will add, though not pertinent to 


the explanation sought for, that Mr. 
Fielding rendered valuable service be- 
fore his appointment in suggestions 
made to me in regard to the plans for 
the construction of the building aud 
which huve been incorporated in the 
plans of the architect. 


Whe» his claim for salary was pre- 


sented to me for approval, knowing that 
he had worked zealously and industri- 
ously in the task assayed, I bad n« 
hesitancy in signing the 
name, not 


dreaming that anybody would challenge 
his right to remuneration under the 
circumstances. 


It ia not Mr. Fielding's fault, nor i> 


the Board of Regents to blame because 
the building has not been completed 
before this time. 
If we «re blame- 


worthy in th» matter ascribe it to an 
error of judgment based npon an excess 
of zeal to b<ive the Mining Department 
ia operation contemporarily with the 


completion of the building. Your peo- 
ple', exceedingly generous in their con- 
tribution toward the cost of transferring 
the University to Western Nevada, have 
been very urgent.that we should be ex- 
peditions. At no stage has the Board 
of Regents been dilatory in executing 
the important trust confided to it and 
the utmost care has been manifested 
to avoid mistakes or adverse criticism. 


Owing to the frequent meetings ren- 


dered necessary this year to transact 
the business connected with the aeleo 
tion and purchase of a site and the let- 
ting of the contract for the con- 
struction of the building at Reno the 
slender appropriation for the traveling 
expenses of the Board in nearly ex- 
hausted. To economize this fault as 
much as possible it was agreed at our 
last session in Carson in October not to 
meet again until the Supervising Archi- 
tect bad notified us that the building 
was ready for occupancy; and, as in- 
tended before, the appointment of Mr. 
Fielding was made in order to take lime 
by the forelock and vrith the full under- 
standing that we had work enough for 
him to do during the few weeks inter- 
vening before the time arrived for open- 
ing the Mining Department. Though 
in common with your people we have 
been disappointed because of the delay 
in completing the building we have 
done the best we could under the cir- 
cumstances and the light we had. 


Trusting that the explanation will ab- 


solve us from unmerited censure, I re-

Denia E. McCarthy was at heart and 
by conviction a deeply religious man 
devoted to his church. A native of 
Australia, bin Irish parentage and study 
of the grievances of Ireland created in 
him an intensely loyal feeling towards 
the couutiy of his uncestors. The Irish 
cause was to him a pna.-mm, nod no 
truer or sturdier champion of Irish in- 
dependence lived among us. 


The incidents and accident of journ- 


alistic rivalry severed a friendship of 
many yeais standing between Mr. Mc-
